Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Nakase, according to Fig. 1 as example, shows 
that the two heads are not positioned at the same radial distance, and the accessing movement of head 106 is independently controlled 
by controller (104, 105) and the accessing movement of head 112 is independently controller by controller (110, 111) to move the head 
112 in a radial direction opposite to an accessing direction of the head 106. Clearly, each of the heads 106 and 112 is independently 
controlled along respective sides of the disk to random access to any data track. Also, see the respective disclosure of Figs. 3 and 4 for 
the details of the controllers to control the heads 106 and 112 independently. Further, Applicant's attention is drawn to Figs. 22 and 23 
of Mizutani which clearly show the use of data track arranged in spiral as recited in the instant claimed invention. Also, since applicant 
does not recite in the claims how data is written on the disk; therefore, information related to how the data written on the disk disclosed 
by applicant or Mitzutani cannot read into the claims for the purpose of avoiding the prior art. For the limitation of claim 23, see Figs. 8 
and 9 of of Nakase which shown that the disk can be rotated in two different directions (Rd2, Rd1) and at column 20, lines 59-64 of 
Nakase which discloses the use of detecting the proper rotation of the rotational controller 1 1 7 inherenty including properly rotational 
directions (Rd2, Rd1). Also, see Figs. 22 and 23 and column 22, lines 21-65 of Mitzutani for the limitation in claim 23. 
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
